FAILED TO MAKE REPORT I
(Hlfr Klvrr SJnne Compgn.T Fined by

Corporation ComiitlnHlon.
Because the Otter River Stone Com¬

pany failed to make the annual report
on its business required by law, the J.State Corporation Commission yester-clay Imposed a fine of 525 on the corpo¬ration. The time limit for tiling the |report expired early in December.
The commission yesterday beganconsideration of a batch of cases of

the same character, but took deilnite
action only in tills case. The re¬
mainder of the cases will be taken upin turn.

In the case of the Virginia Railwayand Power Company and the City Gas
Company, of Norfolk, the defendants i
yesterday filed their answer to the bill
of cjfrnplaint. Tim answer will betakeli up for consideration by the com-
mission later in the month. These
concerns operating in Norfolk as pub-lie service corporations, are chargedwith failure to give the standard of
service required by the terms of their
charters. The complainants are manu¬facturers of light and power.

Gilbert if. Hunt, Chairman of Hoard
of Assessors, Predicts I)Ik

Gain in Values.

$1,500,000 FOR CITY TREASURY I
lOnhuiiced Property Values, Says Sir.

Hunt, Will AUd $300,000 Annually I
to Richmond'^ Revenue. Wants
Assessors' Salaries Raised.

"The new assessment, In my opinion."said Chairman (Jllbert J. 11 tint, of theHoard of Assessors, last night, speak-',lug to the Council Committee on Fi¬
nance, "will show Increases In property!values an irregatlnK between $-0.000,000and 530,000.000. I have to take Issuewith our City Auditor, who puts theincrease nearer $15,000.000. httf I be¬lieve my estimate will prove nearer
correct.
"With such an increase in assess¬

ment, the annual revenue of the cityof Richmond will l>e increased by about$300,000 a year. Since tlx* assessmentof 11(15 will hold for the next five years,this means that, during the rive-yearperiod there will be paid Into thotreasury of the city, as the result ofhigher assessment of property, th>- ad¬ditional sum of $ 1 ,:'i00,000."
The figures were brought to the at¬tention of the committee by .\lr. Hunt!to emphasize the importance of the!task that confronts the three assessors;anil six assistant assessors that have'recently been appointed to lake up the1work, lie presented to the committeea petition asking that the pay of theassessors be fixed at $5,000, and that of;the assistants at $2,500. The reassess-1inent will take about a year.

WII.Ij COMI'lalCATK WORK,!The work will be complicated thlsjyear, said .Mr. Hunt, by the presenceof new territory, wh'icTt it will be neces-sary to value on the lot basis, instead'i>f on the acreage basis, which has been |followed by the county assessors. Inmany instances, he said, the property!values in these sections have increased)livefold since the last assessment.Incidentally Mr. Ilu.nt gave the com¬mittee his views with respect to theState-wide movement directed towardthe standardization of assessmentsthroughout the Commonwealth."In some of the counties, as we allknow," said Mr. Hunt, "property is as¬sessed for not much more than 12 1-2per cent of its value. In my opinionthe disparity of assessment will remainin spite of all the present efforts tocorrect it. As long as an overwhelm¬ing majority of members of the Legis-lature Is from the rural districts, wherethe low assessment ratios obtain, Idon't think it will be possible to enactany general equalization law. Therepresentatives of the counties now en-oying a low assessment will find, I be-ieve, that they cannot afford to voteto increase the assessment."

ACTS AS ASSESSOR
FOR FOURTH TIME

Mr. Hunt has served In three pre¬vious assessments, and will begin nextmonth tho task of revaluing Rich¬mond's real estate for the fourth time,lie will serve as chairman of the boardof assessors appointed recently by thoHustings Court, consisting, besideshimself, of W. E. Purcell, Jr.. and JohnSloan.
For their services Ave years ago thecity allowed the assessors $2,500 each,and their assistants 51,000 each. Theincreases to 55,000 and 52.500, respec¬tively, were urged last night on thoEround that the work will this timelie harder and more complicated, due,in part, to the recent annexation,which increased the territory to becovered from eleven to twenty-sevensquare miles. The State pays each

man, in addition to the compensationallowed by the city, a per diem of 52.The petition was laid on the table fordisposition at a future meeting.
